Washington, April 10.— It, is daily 
becoming manifest that congress is 
facing a stormy session and that there 
can be made no forecast of the prob­ 
able legislative results. The fact that 
both of the great political parties are 
badly divided in no longer denied and 
the leaders appear to have little hope 
of restoring anything more than sur­ 
face harmony. 
There are virtually 
four parties, 
each with a large representation, work­ 
ing at odds in the present session. The 
Republican minority of the house is 
divided between regulars and insyr- 
gents, as was evidenced Ly the vote In 
the speakership cont* st. 
The breach 
between these two factions is even 
wider in the Republican majority of 
th^e senate. 
A sharp line has been drawn be­ 
tween the conservative Democrats of 
the senate, who are opposed to any 
attempt at dictation on the part of 
William Jennipgs Bryan, and the pro­ 
gressive Democrats, including prac­ 
tically all of the new members and 
several ve te ra n s like Senator Stone of 
Missouri, who are Bryan adherents. 
The house Democratic majority seems 
thus far to have escaped a break, but 
the leaders fear that the party con­ 
tests in the senate may at any time 
spread to the other branch. 
Probably there never has been a 
congress where so much uncertainty 
existed and where the uneasiness has 
been so equally distributed between I 
the two major political parties. 
Of | 
course, this is due in part to the fact 
that in the present congress the Demo- ] 
crats are in power in the house and 
the Republicans are in control of the 
senate. 
The real couse of the anxiety, how-1 
ever, is believed to be due to the j 
proximity of the party conventions 
which will select the standard bearers I 
for 1912 and the knowledge that a slip 
by either during the extraordinary ses­ 
sion or the regular session to follow i 
may easily determine the result of the i 
next national campaign.

Indianapolis, April IO.— Rescinding 
the order of their predecessors mem­ 
bers -of the new executive board of 
the United Mine Workers of America 
annulled the sympathetic strike order 
sent out by former President Lewis 
on March 13 to miners in Western 
Pennsylvania and Eastern Ohio, but 
decided to stand by the 20,000 men in 
the Tuscarawas field who originally 
were on strike. 
The action of the 
executive board will mean the return 
of about 8,000 miners to work.

W ith a complete record of 
facts before him Judge Sanborn has 
rendered an opinion in which every 
point in issue is met and disposed of. I 
W ith the decision rendered, and a n I 
injunction issued to prevent the en- J 
forcement of the present laws, Judge 
Sanborn has wiped practically all of 
the railway rate legislation off the 
statute books of the state. The 2-cent 
fare law is abrogated, the merchandise 
rates now in effect are rendered null 
and void and the commodity rate laws 
are rendered as though they had never 
been. 
Judge Sanborn holds that the regu­ 
lation of intrastate rates, so far as 
they 
effect interstate rates, is 
not 
within the province of the state and 
under the circumstances and in view 
of the practical impossibility of distin­ 
guishing between inter and intra state 
rates it practically ties the hands of 
the state so far as rate making is pos­ 
sible. 
The decision practically eliminates 
the railroad and warehouse commis­ 
sion as an instrument of usefulness. 
The state will begin preparations for 
an appeal to the supreme court at 
once.

Rabbi of New York Synagogue Says 
Lot of Hebrews Is Hard. 
New York, April IO.— Rev. Stephen

worse than it is today. 
Half of the

Jewish-Americans

in name the denunciation of the trea 
ties which the conduct of Russia has 
terminated in fact.”

York Meeting. 


New York, April IO.— “ Resolved, by 
Plymouth church, that war is out of 
date and that the nations of the world, 
by a league of peace, ought to make 
its recurrence impossible.” 
This resolution and 
others were 
adopted unanimously at a peace meet­ 
ing 
in Plymouth 
church, Brooklyn, 
and will be cabled to London, there 
to be read to a peace meeting to be 
held under the auspices of the arch­ 
bishop of Canterbury and the leaders 
of the Nonconformists’ union. 
For the ratification of the proposed 
arbitration treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain, Plymouth 
church voted to work on this side of 
the Atlantic by urging churches to de­ 
vote a Sunday during 
May, to be 
known as Peace and Arbitration Sun­ 
day, to advocate the adoption of the 
treaty. 
From President Taft the following 
letter was read by Rev, Newell Dwight 
Hillis, the pastor;

The investigation of th** manner in 
which the navy is being conducted, of 
the work done in navy yards and the 
general system of operation is th** ou t­ 
come of the declaration of Attorney 
Brandels, one of the chief counsel rep­ 
resenting the shippers during the re­ 
cent railroad rate hearings.
